SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfall_fFor the first time for almost a year the greater part of the State received above normal rain- 
fall. The only areas to receive less than the May average were the West Coast and the western slopes of the 
Central Plateau, a small area of the Midlands around Campbell Town and the central East Coast near Swansea. 

With the exception of the Swansea area, all agricultural districts received at least 90% of their normal rain- 
fall. Greatest excesses of rain occurred in the far North-East and on Flinders Island where totals were from 
2 to 2% times the average. 

Highest rainfall, as usual, occurred on the highlands of the West Coast where falls were from 9 to 12 
inches. 

Temperature.—Mean day temperatures for the month were slightly above normal at coastal stations in the 
north and west but elsewhere mean maxima were below average. In the higher country of the Central Plateau 
and the North-West deficits were from one to two degrees, but elsewhere the means were mainly within half a 
degree of normal. 

Frosts, &c.—Inland frosts occurred on most mornings during the month 
22nd and the period after 28th. 

Isolated valley fogs were reported on many mornings during the month but onl 
did widespread fog occur. Light highland snow accompanied most of t 
the month but mostly it was confined to the highest peaks. 

Crops and Water Supplies—A good late autumn growth of pasture was re 
districts as a result of the mild weather which followed the heavy rains. 
fair to good. 

Water supplies were replenished and an adequate supply was assured in most districts.
